needenot expect hiscomming. There bemany that wiſh 
warrs becauſe they cannot thriue with peace, andothers 
thar ſpeak of peace, becauſe they louenot to heare of war, 
but (good Reader) as there is no ſmoke without hire, ſ0 
there ariſeth no rumor without ſome original, tor rumors 
are commonly fore-runners of warre. V Vhentydings of 
vvarre were voyced in Iuda, theenemies tarried not lo 
after; and thereforethe ſpeeches which are giuen out 
the Spanyard, may put vs in expectation of his comming z 
he which hath made fo great preparation for warre, may 
be ſuſpected ro weight oportunitie to eftect his will, 
There were many falſe Prophets amongſt the Ieyes, 
which perſwaded them of peace for ſome lewd pretence, 
when they knew the Aſſyrians were ready to aſſault them, 
Terem, 6,14, Ipray G OD there be not ſometalſe-harted 
ſubieas amongſt vs, that giue out reports of peacefor ſom 
ill 37% when they are perſwaded the Spanyard is ap-

But admitthe Spanyarde hath diſperced ſome part of 
his Navi, or hath ſome other crofſe occaſions to hinder 
his coming hether this yere,yer ler vs perſwade our ſelues, 
that as God madethe Amorites and others to beas pricks 
and thornestothe Iſraclits, Toſua, 23, 13, ſo he hath made 
the Spaniardto be as aprick & thorne to Engliſhmen, in- 
ſomuch as we ſhall never bee ſo affured of peace, but wee 
may alwaies live in ſuſpition of warre: and therefore thys 
treatiſe of warre cannot be friuolous. 

[ remember Cicero ſayth, it is one poynt of policic in 
peace to prepare for vvarre; now if outwarde furniture to 
defend the body,is expedient to be in preparation,though 
there be no vvarre; the inwarde Armourto aliſt the ſoule, 
cannot be wor: A though there be peace. 

Theſe and ſome other reſpects haue mooued me to ſer 
forth this Treatiſe, conſidering whar Seneca ſaith, Non v1- 
wit qui newini vivit, he liueth not, that liveth ro nane bur 
himſelfe; therefore I thought it to bee a finne by concea- 


- hng, which might turneroa more profit by publiſhing, 


being loth to put any infeare of vvarre,although 
it be good policie to ſuſpect it, or in hope of peace when 
the Enemic is ſo buſte about warlike preparation, I leaue 
thecenfuring hereof,to ſuch as know beſt vnder God,and 
the fucceſſe of both to him that ſeeth morethen any man, 
which is the almightie 7ehoush, whom Augefine fayrh ro 
be Tetws oculus, all Eye, becauſe hee beſt fecth allthings, 

whoſe purpoſe will take place whatſoeuer we heare,

Now, as acoward can doe little good 
in the vvarres with his weapon, ſo he may do much hurte 
with his words by diſcouraging others : and therfore this 
martiall exhortation was made in Deut, 20,8, VVhoſoe- 
uer is afrayd and faynt-harted, let him goe and rerurne vn- 
to his houle, leaſt his brerherens hart faynte like his harr. 
There be many ſuch faint-harred men, which doth argue 
no humanitie but effemenacie. VVhen proclamation 
was made in the warres of Gedeon that fuch ſhould returne 
home which were timerousor feartull, of 32. rhouſande, 
there departed 22. thouſand men away, Iudg, 7, 3.

VVee haue examples in the Scriptures, of {uch as haue 
coloured their owne malice and dyſpleaſures , vnderpre- 
rence of ſome lawtull bulines. 

Haman had a private malyce againſt A ordecai, becauſe 
hee would not moue hys cap or doe hym reverence, hee 
would not for ſhame ſeemeto reuenge it himſelte, though 
he were in great office, but he thought he would beeuen 
with hym vnder colour of the Kings bultmes by ſome de- 
uiſe or other, as you may readein Eſter, 3, 8, &c; 

The Rulers and Gouernors had a ſecret (ſpite to Daniel, 
becauſe he was fatin fauor withthe King, yet they would 
not offer hym an immediat bad meaſure, but they conſul- 
red among them (clues, to moue the King to make a Law, 
that by colourthereof, they might hauertheyr myndes of 
good Daniell, Dan, 6,8, &c. 

If any of our Magiſtrates ſhould colour theyr own pry- 
uate malyce vnder the Queenes bulines , although theyr 
ſecret pretence be no more known to her Maieſtie, then 
the intendment of theſe praCtiſes wereto the Kings, yet by 
theſe examples let them feare, leaſt their dooings cometo 
lyght,as theother dyd (albeit they deſerue notlo fearefull 
a puniſhment as befel thoſe) that they purchaſe diſpleaſure

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VVere not this a lamentable ſight robeholde, and to haue 
him to raigne ouer vsthat hateth vs what a miſerable bon- 
dage were it ? vvho would not think butthat this puniſh- 
ment were grieuous and ſufficient: bur if we ſtil perſcuere, 
the Lord wil ſtil purſue vs, for he ſaith; If yee will not for 
theſe things obey me, then will Ipuniſh you ſcauen times 
more, according to your linnes; Leuit,26, As welſee hee 
delt by Pharaoh, he neuer left of his plagues (© long as hee 
liued impenitent ; Thys may teach vs howe grieuousa 
thing ſinneis with perſeuerance. 

Erernall puniſhments, thet rall plagues are but an 
enteranceto theſe. Hoc ſnſpicari ec. ſayth Gregory, a man 
cannot ſuſpect howe extreame thoſe paynes are. Such as 

euere in wickednes, let them remember what Pavle 
fayth, They doe but heape vp wrath againſt the day of 
iudgement, Rom,2,ſ, As D. Aartir ſayth vvel vponthat 
place, a hard hart is that which wil not be mollited with 
Gods benefits, woon with hys mercyes, broke with hys 
threatnings, nor reclaymed with his puniſhments. 

The Heathen men had thys naturall fore-{ight for the 
reſtraint of ſinne; The Lidians would haue in om hou- 
ſes thepicture of adeuill in forme of an Ethiopian, that by 
the horrible ſight, they might abhor that which brought 
him toir, which wasſinne. The Perſians would payntan 
Epicurediſguiſed with exceſle, that theyrchyldren might 
auoyde the like fault, by ſeeing that Jetormitie The La- 
cedemonians would ſhew theyr youths drunken and de- 
ſperar men, that they might be deterred from finne,by the 
lothſomnes of thar ſight ; If Chriſtian men, would ſer be- 
forethemthe horror of hell, it would make them feareful 
ropractiſeeuill, much more to perſeuere in it, For thys 
cauſe Chryſoſtome willeth vs to talke often of hell, that wee 


may take heede of it, 
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2 Anotable Conſolation, by the Reformation, if wee 
rake profit by this puniſhment, in reforming our lyues and 
| a be thefeare of God . The Spaniarde may 
care-blaſt vs with his Armie, but he ſhall neuer preuailein 
his attempt; for the Lord faith of ſuch : the Sworde ſhall 
not goethrough your Land, yee ſhall chaſe your enimies, 
and they ſhall fall before you vpon the ſword. Leuit, 26. 
Alrhough the Lord hath prepared the Spaniard tv come 
againſt vs, and had pronounced ropunith vs, yer his pe- 
nall promiſes are but condicionall, for it we t, here- 
penteth ; If (faith hee) this Nation againſt whom1 haue 
pronounced, turne from theyr wickednes,I will repent of 
theplaguethat Ithought to bring vpon them, Terem,18,8, 
therefore let vs all pray for thegrace of repentance, and 
labourto ſhew forth the fruites of it. 

Such as haue oppreſſed and bitten their bretheren with 
extreame bargaines theſe hard yeeres, let them make ſome 
amends ; The Erthnicks required double reſtitution, Zac- 
cheus made foure-fold reſtitution, Luke, 19, Salamon tel- 
leth vs of a ſeauen-fold reſtitution, Prou, 6, and therefore 
they may do little if they make not ſome reſtitution. Such 
as haue carried theyr heads as hie as Lucifer, let them now 
holde downe their heads like Bulruſhes . Such as haue 

dthe faces of thepoore, let them doe good trothem 

ys time of Scarcetic,not onely for commandement ſake, 
as Sirach (ayth, Ecclus,z7, but cuen for pollicie ſake: for 
you know what Salomon ſayth : In the multitude of the 
people is the honour of a King, but for thewant of people 
commeth the deſtruction of the Prince, Prou, 14, 28, If 
God ſhould ſend the enemie againſtvs, the moſt defenci- 
ble of the Land conſfifteth in the poore, for they 
are ſubieQ ro moſt ſeruice and greateſt dangers ; VVee ſee 
thys hard ſeaſon that the poorebeginto any"

cauſe they want the ſtay and ſtaffeof theyr ſtrength, which 
isbread ; Now, if we nary haue them to fight for vs,let 
vsnot ſeethem famiſh , ifwe would have them forcibly to 
vie theyr weapons, let vs not infeeble them for want of 
victuals; If we would have them ftrong,jet vs not ſtarue 
them. How can a ſouldier bee hardie againfttheenemie, 
when his hart is killed for want of ſuccour ? therefore if 
weloueour Prince, let vs labour to preſerue the honor of 
our Prince, let vsnot ſufter the multitude of her people to 
perriſh for want of ſuſtenance, leaſt if the Spaniarde hap- 
pen tocome, wee haue mifſe of thoſemen to detend vs, 
which for want of our foode did tamiſh.

4,6, Secondly, 
becauſe we are willed to vic it in our diſtreſle for eaſe, Call 
vpon meinthetimeof trouble,& I wil heare thee.Pſal.So, 
15, Thirdly , becauſe it cftecteth many things. Moſes did 
moregood in lytting y; his handes, then the Iſraclites dyd 
with theyr weapons, for when he did let down his hands, 
the Amalckites preuayled, Exod. 17, 11, Fourthly, becauſe 
he wee call vponis the God of Hoſtes, and therefore vve 
haue many reaſons to moue vs to pray to him: for firſt, he 
muſt prepare our hearts therevnto,or elſe we cannot pray.

Then much leſle 
can vve pray vvithout hym, Secondly, his power 1s infalli- 
ble, and therefore he is ſuch an one as we may ſtay vpon, 
Abiah got the victory of [ehoram, not vvith worldly pow- 
er, but therext ſayth, Iudah preuayled, becauſethey ſtaid 
vpon the Lord God,of their fathers, 2, Chro. 13,18.Heer- 
of Dazid ſayth , bleſſed isthe man that maketh the Lord 
hystruſt, Plal, 45, 4, 3. Hys prouydence is vigilant, and 
therefore is alvvayes readieat hand to helpe, the Lord is 
neere vntoall that call vpon hym, ſayth the Pfalmiſt, PC, 
145, 18, He maketh vs pertakers of his efſentiall preſence. 
V'Vhen 1ehoshaphat was to fight againſt his enemies, what 
a comfort vvas this to him, when he heard, the Lord will 
be vvith you, 2, Chro, 2, 17, and fight for you, as he did 
for Iſrael, Toſh, 10, 14 . Fourthly , without hym wee can 
do nothing, and therefore we haue neede to pray to him, 
The Horſe is preparedagainſt the day of batrell, but ſalua- 
tion'is ofthe Lord, Pro.

Thys prayer or inuocation is ſo heauenly a'medecine 
for humaine malydies, that our fore-fathers dyd flye vnto 
it,as arctuge, vvhen theyr enemies afflicted them. Nowe 
becauſe we may hauethe lyke occaſion of trouble as they 
had , it ſhall not be impertinent to expreſle ſome of theyr 
zealous prayers,tor vs topraCtiſe inthe like extreamitie.

14, 11, 
The Lord heard hysprayer , for it followeth in theſe 
words, So the Lord ſmote the Ethiopians before Aſa. 
VVhenthe Aſirians came toaſſault Iſrael,the —_ 
ſayth that Hezekiah prayed before the Lord and fayd: 
O Lord God of Iſrael, vvhich dwelleſt berweene 
the Cherubins, thou artvery God alone, ouer all 
the kingdomes of the earth, thou haſt made the 
heauen and thecarth, nowe therefore 6 Lord our 
God, I beſcechrhee ſaue thou vs out of hyshand, 
that all thekingdomes of the carth may know, thar 
thou & Lord art onely God, 2, Kings 19,

O Lord ſhut vpthis Armie, inthe hand of thy peo- 
ple, and let them beconfounded, with theyr power, 
make them afrayd and conſume theyr boldnefſe and 
ſtrength , thatthey may bee aſtoniſhed at theyr de- 
ſtruction, Caſtthem downe by the ſword of them 
that louethee,then ſhall all they that know thy name 
prayſe thee, 1, Macch. 4,31. 

Hys _ was not neglected of the Lord : for he ſlew 
many of the hoſt of his Enemie. 

Let vs follow thys courſe;when the Spanyards come a- 
gainſt vs, and we ſhall receinerhe like comfore, their pray- 
ers werepithie and ſhort, vvithourt vayne babling,lykethe 
Heathen, or ambition lyke the Phariſies , but the profite 
which came of theyr peticions vvere vnſpeakeable. 

Inthetime of the olde lawe, it vvas not onely a trouble 
but RS offer ſacrifice ro God ; for there vvas kil- 
ling and offering of Bullockes, Calues, Sheepe, &c. Bur 
now the Lord pp nothing of vs, but the calues of 
our lips, as Hoſes ſpeaketh on, Hol, 14., q or the fruite of 
the lips, as the Author of the Hebrewes ſayth, Cap.

heakb, Pro II, . 4. The Parable _ Luke firliealudeth = 

thys e, vvhere it is ſayd, vvhatKinggoingtom 
maneaaetatioihert ; fnntrnctdana and ta- 
keth counſell, whether hebe able with renne thouſand ro 
meet him that commeth againſt him with rwentie thou- 
ſand, Luke 14,31. Joſus inks firſtrooke a foyle of themen 
of Hi, becauſe hee ſent not aboue 3000, men: burafter- 
ward, well conſulting A PENNE ag9 6:56 
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ſo ſtrong, he ſent abouethirty thouſand men, andthenhe 
vanquiſhed them, Ioſu,7,&8. It was notamiſle ſpokenby 
a wicked King, that counſel and ſtrength are forthe vvar, 
2, Kings 18, 20, for power little prevaileth without coun- 
ſell,or prowefle without policie; for what weighty ex- 
ployr aue been atchiued abrode, but by good aduiſe at 

ome? the ouerthrowe of Carthage was wrought by the 
aduiſe of Cats a Counſeller, Iericho was beſieged of the 
[ewes by the wholſome counſel of 7oſea, Iol,6, Diuers 0- 
ther examplesrherebeinthe Scriptures to thys purpoſe, 
bur I will omitthem, all that I will add is thys, ſeeing God 
ſtandeth in the congregation of the Gods, as the Platmift 
ſayth, I beſeech him ſo to ſanCtifie theyr counſels,as it may 
rurne to our good, and his glory. 

The inftrumentall meane, as men and munition, muſt 
not be negleCted,although God can deſtroy the enimy im- 
mediatly, as he did the hoſt of Senecherib,or miraculouſlic, 
as he tid lerickoby the meanes of Rams hornes: and the 
Moabires by dazeling theyr light with the ſun-ſhinevpon 
the water, 2,Reg,3,22, and Pharaoh and his hoſt by thered 
Sea; yet we mult vſe the lawfull & ordinary courle of de- 
fence; for God doth not now ſtrike immediatly, or ſo mi- 
raculouſly, but by meanes, tothe end we ſhould not con- 
remnethe meanes, or altogether depend vpon themeans, 
Efay,31,1, butrovſcand commende the meanes to Gods 
bleſsing, who can giue good ſuccefle, be the meanes ne- 


uer {0 imple. 
The icall meanes areto bee vſed by ſuch as haue 
the regiment or conduQ of ſouldiers, to encourage and 


comfortthem,for fleſh and blood is fearcfull, The beſt 
VVarriors of al wil ſomtime be abaſhed, and therefore no 
meruailethough the common ſort be ſomwhar timorous, 
For this cauſe we find diuers inſtances in the ſcriptures, of 
Generals, 
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Generals, Captaines,and worthy warriors, aue 
very pathetical and moouing rn ro comfort and in- 
courage theyr companies in war. 

Iris ſayd of Hezekiah, that he ſpake comfortablic to hys 
people, when the Afirians intended to aflaulz hym , hys 
wordes aretheſe : Bce ſtrong and couragious, teare nor, 
neyther beafrayd, forthe King of Aſhur , neytherfor all 
the multitude that is with hym : for there be more with 
vs then with hym , vvith hym isan armeoffleſh, bur with 
vsisthe Lord our God forto helpevs, and to fight our 
battayles, 2, Chro, 32,7,8, T _— hearing theſe 
comfortable ſpeeches (although before they vvere ſome- 
what afrighted) the text ſayth, then the people vvere con- 
firmed, by the words of Hezekiah, loab was a valiant Cap- 
rayne vnder David, and he comforted hys Souldiers in this 
ſort : Be ſtrong, & let vs be valiant for ourpeople, and for 
the Citties of our God,and letthe Lord doo that vvhich is 

ood in his eyes, 2, Sam, lo, 12, Albeit 70ab was otherwiſe 
in hys lyfe, a bloodie man, not onely in vvarre, but in time 
of ,I,Kings2,5, yet who could vie amorecom-mo- 
uing kind of ſpeech, to comfort and incourage hys Soul- 
diers then this ? inſomuch as they all ioyned ogeediee ioy- 
fullie, and put theenemie to flyght. Thelyke courſe did 
Simon and Maccabews, two notable vvarriors vie with their 
Souldiers, vvho being terrified withrthe view of mightie 

Armies, and other martiallaccidems, by theyr apt perſwa- 
ſions, they proued valorous, where before they vvereti- 
morous, and in the end diſcomfited theyr Enemies, as you 
may reade at large in 1, Macch. 3, and2, Mach.s, 

. The moſt renowned and valianteſt vvarriors amongſt 
the Heathen , as Caſar, Alexander, &e, vvould nevergoe . 
into the field without Phyloſophers (who in theyrrymes 
weredeemed DET "t tothe end they mighe 

inſtru 
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inſtru and comfort theyr Souldiers. It is none of the 
" leaſtpoyntes of martiall diſcipline, to practiſe all poſsible 
and perſwaſtue meanes, to incourage, comfort, and corro- 
boratthe hartes of the Souldiers; tor moſt men delireto 
ſerue vnder ſuch a Captayne. V Vhen the lewes heardthe 
comfortable vvordes of Simon , they were fo inclined and 
affected ro hym , that they forth-with burſt out of theſe 
words inaclamorous manner, Thou ſhalt be our Cap- 
tayneinſteede of Indas, 1, Mach. 13,8, and weereade of 
David, how he did ſo win the harrs of hys Souldiers, that 
the people more aftected and tamozed hym then Saul; and 
yet /ndas and Saul vvere two valiant vvarriors, T hereis 
nothing more delighteth and draweth lyking in vvarre, 
then lenitic, and loving perſwaſions, vvhereas raſh and ri- 
gorous dealing, doth more hurtin the harts of the Souldi- 
ers, then in the hoſt of the Enemic.

To repulſe miu- 
ries, vvasthe chiefecauſe, that moued allgodlie Kingsin 
the Scriptures to vndertake warre, for the defence of their 
dominions, liues, and religion, T hereuenging of injurie 
was Dauidscaſe , whoſe men becing abuſed by Hanan, to 
whom hee offered kindneſle, thys iniurie cauſed hymto 
make vvarre againſt hym , ro requite hys inhumanitie, 2, 
Sam, 19,7. Now let vscometo applie thys tothe Spany- 
ard, we deteinenothing of hys, that hecan iuſtly demand, 
or proffer hym iniurie, that he mayrightlie ſcekereuenpe, 
therefore hys cauſe isnot iuſt. Inmurious vvarre isthat 
which is attempted of malyce , as Sau! dyd againſt Dasid, 
2, Sam, 18, 9.

Yet commonly they fayle intheyr purpoſe, and recciue in 
ſteede of wry ohm, reproch, in ſteede of reward, puniſh- 
ment, and in ſteed of loue, hatred. 

As forpreferment , we reade of Leſthenes, who when 
he had betrayed hys Countrie to King Phillip of Macedo- 
nia, he expected to haue had ſomepreferment and digni- 
tie for tiys deede, but the common Souldiersind n, 
called. hym euer after by no other name bur T RAY- 
TOR : inſomuch as he complayned to King Phillip for 
redreſle, the King made hym thys aunſwere, the Macedo- 
nians are rude and playne people, and knowe not how to 
call rhings, but by theyr own proper name, noting heere- 
by that as he had committed treaſon, ſo he juſtly deſerued 
no other name but Traytor. 

As for Reward, we read of certayne Phaliſcian Schole- 
men, vvho hoping of reward, went about to betray theyr 
Countrie to Camillus : vuho rewardedthem as they defer- 
ued, for hee commaunded thatthey ſhould be brought 
home agayne, into theyr owne Countrie, with the 
of theyr own Schollers, becauſe they would haue berray- 
ed them . Menclaws preſumed of ſomereward, vvhen hee 
ſought to betray his Countrie to Eapator, ſo hee had, for 
hecommaunded he ſhould be pur to death for his deſert,

To G OD. Treaſon is an odious thing to God, and ſo 
odious, that although it ſhould paſle 11 09-r amongſt 
men, yet he will purſueatraytor himſelte with his iudge- 
ments, whereof we haue many examples inthe ſcriptures, 
Abſalom committed treaſon againſt David hys father , and 
Zimri againſt Elah hys Maiſter, yet for all that, Dazid dyd 
not puniſh hys Sonne, nor El#h hys Seruant , the Lord 
ſhewed hys iudgments vpon them , for one vvas hanged 
by hys owne haire, 2, Sam, 28, andthe other burnt hym- 
ſeife, 1, King, 16,18. 

Taſon was anotable T raytor to his Countrie, and raun- 
ged lykea roge or vagobond afterward from Countrieto 
Countrie, he dideſcapethepuniſhment of men, but God 
ſtill purſued hym, tyll at laſt comming to Lacedemonia, 
where he had Gmghe ro hauc had rehcte, he dyed moſt 


miſerable, vvanting the laſtoffice of humanitie,. which is 
buriall, 2, Mach; fy 7, 8s Kc.

If 
the Lord will puniſh ſuch as worke treaſon againſt theyr 
King, though hebeatyrant , vvhat will hee dootothoſe 
that betray a good Prince,which mayntaynes the Goſpell, 
Sithence treaſon is ſo odivus to God and man, as Baru» 
herd (ayth, Aliorum perditio tua ſit cantio, let other mens de- 
ſtraCtion be our permonition, and let cuery one of vs car- 
rietrue hartsto our Queene and Countrie , If ir bea pu- 
niſhment to hauea T'yrant toraigne, anda double punith- 
ment to haue hym taken away, Hoſea 13, 11, (for berter is 
a Tyrant, then no gouernour, Iudg, 17,6, ) vvhat ableſ(- 
ling is it to haue a godlie Prince, as we haue, and adouble 
ble{sing to enioy her dayes as we doe, but how vnſpeake- 
is our puniſhment, if welooſe her, thereforelert vs vnite 
our heads, harts, and hands, and venture our own liuvings 
and liues for the preſeruation, & defence of ſuch a Prince; 
Then we may be fully reſolued, (if we haue had vnf 
repentance for onr {innes, and make defenſiblepreparati- 
on forour ſelues, and vſe feruent prayers for our ſucceſle) 
that God will ſo bleſle vs with the meanes, as weſhall not, 
neede to feare the injurious aſſault of that proud Senache- 
rib of Spayne. Let Ahab call vpon Baal; the Turke vpon 
Mahwmet, in theirtroubles, and the Spanyard vpon Idols 
in hys attempts, we wil pray and depend vponthe God of 
Iſrael; And if Symachwus boaſted that in his wars his wood- 
den gods did deliuer him from the Senons, D. Mar, co. Rog 
we may be aſſured that our immorrall and luing God,can 
and wil deliuer vs from the Spaniard.
